"I bare now finished dealing with thees 
counts from s geoeral point or riew. Bnt, 
before going iOiO points of detail, I will 
sum op briefly what I bare said. 

"We bare seen (hat we cannot formo. 
Ute tactics which wQl apply In all casee. 
Tactics depend on drcmnatancet. The tn- 
trrests of the Mrty are the only law. 
the only rule. T^e aim of the party is 
constant, though, of Anns, linproTe- 
ments may be made In the programme, 
and sJso it may be^kscessary at times to 
mndlfy or to strengthen It. On the other, 
the method of warfare snd the weapons 
employed are constantly changing. We 
bare also seen that the party most be 
enpabie of being organised In the highast 
degr^and that it la necessary that we 
sbuoJd always keep la rlew the essential 
principles of oor morement. aad we mnat 
oerer neglect essentlsls for non esse»- 
tisls. The essential is that the principle 
of Socialism may be realised as soon as
